CENTRALIA, III., April 4 

OBERT M. MEDILL, who 

resigned under fire as di- 

rector of the Illinois State 
Department of Mines and Min- 
erals, was “Bob,” and William 
P. Young, operating head of 
the Centralia Coal Co., was 
Bill,“ in an exchange of letters 
read yesterday at the Senate 
hearing. 

“Dear Bill,” began the letter 

from Medill to Young, dated 
Feb. 28, 1945, 1 am enclosing 
the report of Driscoll Scanlan 
and would appreciate your let- 
ting me have any comment you 
care to make.” The report, by 
State Mine Inspector Scanlan, 
told of safety hazards in the 
mine. 

“Dear Bob,” Young’s reply 
began, “As you know, we have 
been working under a severe 
handicap, .. The letter con- 
cluded with the hope that it 
would be possible, before long, 
to give attention to safety 
recommendations. 

While the “Dear Bill” and 
“Dear Bob” correspondence was 
being read, a miner in the au- 
dience spat and muttered: 
“Buddies,”

information had not been given to 
the fact-finding committee. 

Criticism by Senator. 
During the hearing, Chairman 
Cordon remarked: “The record is 
clear. There was no insistence 
on the part of either the state 
or federal government agencies 
that the recommendations of the 
inspectors be carried out. The 
men in the field appear to have 
done a good job, but somewhere 
along the line of authority en- 
forcement failed.” 


Gallagher, supervising Federal 
mines inspector with headquarters 
at Vincennes, Ind., had testified 
reluctantly, under oath, concern- 
ing the lack of adequate mine 
safety enforcement action. He was 
questioned sharply by members of 
the Senate subcommittee, 


The Bureau of Mines official 
said he had not recommended re- 
moval of the operating head of the 
Centralia mine because he did not 
consider conditions in the mine 
an “imminent hazard” despite re- 
ports by federal mine inspectors 
who found some 51 violations of 
the mine safety code, less than a 
week before the explosion. 

Used Wrong Yardstick. 

“What kind of a yardstick do 
you use to measure the difference 
between a hazard and an immi- 
nent hazard?” Gallagher was ask- 
ed by Senator Cordon. 

“In this case,” Gallagher ¢on- 
ceded, “we didn’t use a proper 
yardstick.” 

Gallagher was called as a wit- 
ness by the Senate subcommittee 
after the Governor’s fact-finding 
commission, of which he is a 
member, had completed its hear- 
ings in Centralia. . 

He attempted to evade pointed 

uestions by Senator Cordon and 

nator O'Mahoney, but was fi- 
nally pinned down to specific 
answers after fencing for nearly 
half an hour, Questioning of wit- 
nesses in the Senate hearing was 
considerably more vigorous than 
in the Governor’s fact-finding com- 
mission hearings, where witnesses 
were not put under oath, 

Gallagher did not name Young 
when he said the Federal Coal 
Mines Administrator should have 
removed the operating head of the 
mine, 
whom he was referring, however; 
Young, president of the associated 
Bell & Zoller Coa] Mining Corp. 
and vice president of the Cen- 
tralia Mining Co., was present at 
the hearing, listening intently. 

One Operator moved. 

The power of the Coal Mines 
Administrator to remove a mine 
operator, under the Krug-Lewis 
agreement, was not put in ques- 
tion. Gallagher admitted that at 
least one operator, in West Vir- 
ginia, had been removed for fail- 
ure to comply with the safety code. 

In the case of the Centralia 
mine, Senator O’Mahoney asked, 
“If you were the Coal Mines Ad- 
ministrator would you have re- 
placed the mine manager here for 
failure to correct the violations?” 

“Yes,” sajd Gallagher finally, 
after evading the question earlier, 
Then he added, “But it is very sel- 
dom that management won't co- 
operate.” 

“Would you,” asked Senator 
Cordon, “have said to the man- 
ager: ‘You do this and this by a 
certain time or I'll discipline or 
remove you?’”

Miners Scene. 

Miners, Beten to the testi- 
mony at the hearing, which took 
place in the council chamber at 
the Centralia City Hall, enjoyed 
Gallagher’s discomfiture. He's no 
miner,“ one of them said, he's 
a politician.” 

Gallagher said he considered 
conditions in the Centralia mine 
“hazardous, but not imminently 
hazardous. We've been working 
under those conditions for years. 
A dust hazard is never considered 
an imminent hazard except where 
there is a large quantity of gas.” 
Other witnesses had testified the 
danger of a dust explosion is 
greater when inflammable meth- 
ane gas also is present in a mine. 

When gas or other “imminent 
hazard” ig found in a mine Gal- 
lagher explained, “we inform thé 
director of the Bureau of Mines 
and he takes it up with the Coal 
Mines Administrator, who has the 
power of enforcement. 

“But we've never had a situation 
like that in this district.” 


In 1944, Gallagher continued, he 
accompanied a federal inspector 
to the Centralia mine, but found 
“nothing there to warrant remov- 
al of the men.” As for the report 
by Inspector Frank Perz, pointing 
out numerous safety violations, 
Gallagher said, “that report was 
ordinary as far as we're con- 
cerned.” 

Senator O’Mahoney, turning 
twinkling eyes on e witness, 
asked, Do vod think this mine 
should be reopened without cor- 
rections?” 

Gallagher declined to express an 
opinion, explaining that Bureau of 
Mines employes were investigating 
inside the mine and had not yet 
determined the cause of ignition 
in the explosion. 

Questioned About Power. 


Senator Cordon asked: “Before 
the seizure of the miines by the 
Government, you had no power to 
cure violations, is that right?” 

“We had the power. of persua- 
sion,” Gallagher replied. 

“Then you were powerless in 
the field of coercion?” 

“Yes.” 

“If you had had the power,” the 
Senator continued, “would you 
have forced compliance with rec- 
ommendations of your inspector 
for correction of safety viola- 
tions?” 

Without answering directly, Gal- 
lagher replied: “The work re- 
quired would have taken time. 
Eventually all conditions would 
have been complied with. There 
are 57 recommendations in that 
report (the Post-Dispatch had 
counted 51 in the final Federal re- 
port) and 13 compliances. In most 
mines there are 38 to 100 viola- 
tions,” 

„Let's get down to specific 
cases,” Senator O'Mahoney insist- 
ed. “You said before you would 
have required immediate compli- 
ance. With which provisions?” 

When the witness would not 
specify, O'Mahoney asked, “How 
about the methods of blasting?” 
Gallagher answered that that 
“could not have been complied 
with immediately.” Then O’Ma- 
honey pointed out that one recom- 
mendation for the mine wag the 
use of electric detonators. 

„I would not have required im- 
mediate compliance with that,“ 
Gallagher asserted, then asked his 
questioner, “What is your interpre- 
tation of immediate?” 

“All I’m trying to do,” replied 
the unruffled Senator, “is get you 
to specify. The Bureau of Mines 
has been given consireable money 
to train miners. As a result, con- 
ditions have improved, Now a new 
law has been recommended to 
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HOMER F. McDONALD 
Who as president of the Cen- 
tralia Coal Co. and federal 
agent for its mine, admitted 
to the Post-Dispatch that he 
referred federal reports of 
unsafe conditions there to W. 
P. Young without following 
them up. He asserted Young 
was entrusted with opera- 
tions, Secretary of the In- 
terior J. A. Krug said yes- 
terday e was misled by Mc- 
Donald’s reports on the mine.

What 
powers would you recommend?” 

On more familiar ground now. 
Gallagher responded: “Mine work- 
ers must be taken care of as far 
as safety is concerned, State law 
doesn't stop hazards. Laws must 
be passed to protect those men.” 

Gallagher insisted the Centralia 
mine management was trying to 
correct hazards. “Do you believe,” 
O’Mahoney asked, “that the man- 
agement of this mine was so cul- 
pable that they. should have been 
disciplined?” | 

By way of reply, Gallagher said, 
“The time element is important. 
Only two mines in the United 
States comply with the federal 
safety code.” . 

Then, in answer to a question 
as to whether corrections were 
being made at the Centralia mine, 
he said, They were correcting 
some things. They are better than 
average. If the Coal Mines Ad- 
ministration feels that the work 
of remedying conditions is not pro- 
ceeding fast enough, I feel they 
should leave everybody go. In 
that case, all over the United 
States everybody in charge of 
mines would go.” 

Scanian’s Testimony, 

Scanlan took the stand to tell 
the senators of his early efforts to 
have excessive dust eliminated— 
and his lack of success. He re- 
peated much of his earlier testi- 
mony, before the fact-finding com- 
mission, regarding his difficulty in 
getting Medill to take a serious 
view of this question. 
| @eanlan repeated his statement 
that Medill had declared they 
would “just have to take that 
chance,“ when told of the danger 
of a dust explosion. 

After Scanlan, on his own au- 
thority, had issued an ultimatum 
to the mine to clean up or close 
down, in May 1945, he said condi- 
tions were greatly improved for a 
few months. By December of that 
year, he said, however, that the 
mine was dirty as ever. 

“The exceedingly dry coal being 
dug at that time produced such 
dust that I recommended the use 
of water or a wetting solution on 
the cutting machine, the coal load- 
ers and the coal falls,” the witness 
resumed. “That could be done by 
equipping the machines with tanks 
and pumps and by installing a 
sprinkler system.” 

Could Have Used Priority. 

Senator Cordon inquired if such 
equipment was then available, to 
which Scanlan replied, “This was 
wartime and the coal companies 
had priorities. They would have 
had an easier time getting pipe 
then than now.” 

The recommendation was turned 
over by the State Mining Board, 
he said, to a commission which 
visited the mine but failed to con- 
cur with Scanlan’s recommenda- 
tions for the wetting equipment 
but did agree with him on certain 
recommendations for improved 
ventilation and rock dusting. 

At the evening session, it was 
developed from Scanlan's testi- 
mony that the Union's Safety 
Committee had twice asked Me- 
dill to revoke the certificates of 
competency of the man then gen- 
eral superintendent, Norman Pru- 
dent and William H. Brown, mine 
manager who has since become 
underground foreman. The first 
request came in April 1945, when 
it was charged that Brown per- 
mitted a face boss to order shots 
fired while miners were still in 
the mine, contrary to the state 
law. It was also charged the 
miners were ordered to go into the 
room and commence work before 
the room had been examined after 
the shots, 

Scanlan said this complaint had 
been “smoothed over“ in some 
manner by Robert Weir, assistant 
director of the State Department 
of Mines and Minerals, The sec- 


ond complaint, according to Scan, 
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lan, was addressed to Medill on 
Dec. 17, 1945, charging that Brown 


and Prudent had failed to follow 


out the recommendations of Scan- 
lan with respect to ventilation and 
timbering. This request was con- 
Commission ap- 
pointed by the State Mining Board 
and rejected, Scanlan said. 


Report Read Into Record. 


Senator Cordon read into the 


record a copy of Scanlan's report 
of his inspection on March 16 to 
19, 1947, his last before the explo- 
sion. The report again called for 
more adequate ventilation, clean- 
ing up certain haulage roads, put- 
ting the underground machine 
shop in safer condition and tim- 
bering parts of the mine. It called 
for “adequate rockdusting of the 
mine” and urged that all previous 
recommendations not complied 
with be taken care of. 

Senator Cordon wanted to know 
whether, if the wetting equipment 
and rock-dusting had been insti- 
tuted and there had been a local 
explosion of any kind, the loss of 
life would have been minimized. 
Scanian replied, “Absolutely yes. 
Probably not a man would have 
been lost or, at least, the fatalities 
would have been confined to the 
immediate area.“ 


Scanlan refused to express an 
opinion on the cause of the pri- 
mary explosion that set off the 
coal dust blast until he had had 
a better opportunity to inspect 
the mine, He promised to appear 
again on this point before the 
subcommittee later today. 


Hoped for Improvement. 
Responding to a question by 
Senator O'Mahoney, Scanlan said 
conditions in the mine on his last 
inspection had been somewhat 
better and “I went away from my 
first. interview with the new gen- 
eral superintendent, Walter J. 
Johnson, with the feeling that 
things were at last on their way 
to correction.” There was rock 
dust on hand and he had been 

promised a sprinkler system. 


All the time, he said, these im- 
provements, at least most of them, 
could have been put into effect 
earlier, He pointed out that all 
during the war a rock quarry at 
Valmeyer, III., was able to supply 
all the rock dust needed. 


Scanian confessed disappoint- 
ment at the failure of the State 
Mining Board Commission of De- 
cember 1945 to concur with his 
recommendations, 

“I didn't expect Weir or the 
operators’ representative on the 
commission to agree with me,” 
he said, “but I was hurt when the 
union representative and the two 
state mining inspectors went 
against me, toe.“ 

The witness explained the last 
reprimand he received from Me- 
dill over the comprahensiveness of 
hig reports was in March 1946, 
during examinations at Spring- 
field. 

“Medill called us all in and told 
us to cut down on the length of 
our reports and to quit using such 
long words,” he said. “He said Bob 
Weir was having trouble under- 
standing them and had had to re- 
sort to the dictionary several 
times.” The Senators joined in the 
general laughter. 


Freedom From Politics Urged. 


Scanlan said every mine in IIli- 
nois “should be closed down until 
it is properly rock-dusted.” He 
also told the subcommittee: 


“Uniess something is done to 
take the mine inspection de- 
partment out of politics and 
to give the federal inspectors 
power to enforce their recom- 
mendations, there are going to 
be more of these disasters. 
Some people say an occurence 
like this is an act of God. I 
say that it is an act of God that 
we haven’t had many more of 
them with the condition the 
mines are in.” The audience 
applauded the remarks. 

Taking up the question of poli- 
tics in mine inspection, Scanlan 
said he would have been dis- 
charged some time ago if he 
hadn’t had a sponsor in Repre- 
sentative R. J. Branson of Cen- 
tralia and a good friend in Hugh 
White, president of the Illinois 
United Mine Workers. 

Pressed to give instances in 
which political pressure had been 
brought on inspectors, he said 
that Inspector James Wilson had 
been derived of jurisdiction over 
coal mines of Peabody Coal Co.

Asked if he had ever so- 
licited campaign contributions, he 
said, “No, but I have made per- 
sonal contributions myself.”

Medill asked his inspectors to 
put on the coal operators to fi-

At the conclusion of the story, 
after Scanlan told of refusing to 
solicit the operators in his dis- 
trict, Senator Cordon remarked, 
“The request was reprehensible in 
itself in that it was directed by 
the state officer toward those he 
was expected to hold accountable 
for violations of the mining laws. 
But did you ever receive any in- 
timation that you were expected 
to be lenient toward those who 
did contribute?” 

The witness said the only such 
intimation he had received was 
contained in Medill’s remarks 
when he proposed the lug, “that 
the operators had been favored 
by this department.” 

When asked if he knew whether 
Bell & Zoller Coal Co. had made a 
contribution to Medill’s fund, the 
witness said he didn’t think 30 
for the reason that when he went 
up to the Centralia mine the day 
following the Post-Dispatch’s ex- 
posure of the “shakedown” some 
of the men in the wash room 
there started kidding him and ask- 
ing him if he was out to collect 
some money. 

“T told the boys, ‘you better 
see that your company’s skirts are 
clean before you do so much kid- 
ding.“ The master mechanic said 
he didn't believe Bell & Zoller had 
done so because they didn’t con- 
tribute to hig book deal.” 

When Senator O'Mahoney de- 
manded the details of the “bddk 
deal” Scanlan laughed and replied, 
“You're going to keep me on this 
stand all night.” He then said 
that Medill had induced some of 
the coal operators to finance the 
publication of a booklet he had 
prepared showing the work of the 
department, 

“Medill later wanted us to sell 
the book to the miners and split 
the commissions with him,” Scan- 
lan concluded. 


Runaround Is Charged. 

Returning to his efforts to get 
safety measures taken in the 
mine, Scanlan said he had been 
referred from one company of- 
ficial to another and finally to of- 
ficiala in Chicago. His superiors 
in the Department of Mines, Scan- 
lan said, had “failed to follow up” 
his efforts. 

As he left the stand there was a 
prolonged applause from the audi- 
ence, mainly made up of miners 
and relatives of those killed in the 
Centralia disaster.

We saw a 
little fire under the engine. By 
that time the freight train cleared 
the crossing and I decided to go 
over to the tower and warn them, 
so they could get it off of there. 

But my wife shouted, “There 
comes the Zephyr ¢rom the west.” 
In no time at all, the Zephyr was 
there. It hit the tractor and it 
looked like the whole underside of 
the Zephyr was afire as soon as it 
struck. I suppose it was from 
sparks, 

We could see the Zephyr piled 
up by the depot, one block east. 
The crash sounded like an explo- 
sion. It. might have been just 
the impact. We couldn’t hear any 
screaming, but there was a cloud 
of dust or smoke.

Two more members of crews 
of two Katy Railroad trains which 
collided at Armstrong, Okla., last 
Wednesday died yesterday in a 
hospital at Durant, Okla., bringing 
to three the number of dead in 
the collision.

He told at length 
why he considers industry-wide 
bargaining essential in the coal in- 
dustry. 

He conceded that not all oper- 
ators were wicked. He said there 
were a great number who tried 
to do a decent job but these were 
penalized by the refusal of the 
others. 

One of Lewis’s major points 
was that if young men are to be 
induced to enter coal mining con- 
ditions will have to be improved. 
He said the average age of the 
miners killed at Centralia was 55. 

“The age is symbolic of what is 
occurring. Young mer no longer 
seek employment in coal mines; 
it is too hazardous. It is some- 
thing for Americans to consider 
where new miners are coming 
fro 

He said the United States is 
going in the same direction as 
England. Our mines, he said, are 
six times as productive and four 
times as dangerous, 

“We pay for our efficiency,” he 
added. “We kill more because we 
are in a hurry.” 

Representative Kersten (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, said he was amazed to 
find that there are no federal 
criminal penalties for failing to 
bring about safe mining condi- 
tions, and that there should be 
actual criminal penalties for oper- 
ators who run dangerous mines.

he recommended as follows: 

“That the ventilation be in- 
creased at places reported as in- 
adequate. 

“That the dirty haulage roads 
be cleaned and sprinkled. The 
loose roof on the haulage roads be 
taken down or securely timbered. 

“The hoist in the underground 
machine shop be put in safe con- 
dition. The mine be adequately 
rock dusted. 

“Recommendations of previous 
inspections that have not been 
complied with should be complied 
with.” 

Recommendations in 1945. 

Two of these recommendations 
or rock dusting (to prevent 
spread of explosions) and for re- 
moval of loose roof and adequate 
timbering—had been made by 
Scanlan in December 1945, and 
substantiated by the investigation 
committee later that month, along 
with several other recommenda- 
tions. 

No records have been produced, 


the Department of Mines and 
Minerals, to show any follow-up 
by<either office of the committee's 
recommendations —all of which 
were based on mine safety laws— 
to see that they avere executed, 
Scanlan has said he. pleaded 
with Medill to close the mine, pre- 
dicting a dust explosion. Medill 
has denied Scanlan made such a 
plea and insisted that Scanlan 
himself had authority to close the 
mine. Medill told this correspond. 
ent, however, that it always had 
been department policy for inspec 
tors to obtain Medill's approval 


either by the Governor's office or 


before closing a mine. He could 
recall no case in which an inspec- 
tor had closed a mine without first 
obtaining Medill’s approval. 

Asked About Campaign Gifts. 

Another written question sub- 
mitted to Gov. Green by the cor- 
respondent was based on charges 
by Scanlan that Medill was more 
interested in collecting political 
campaign contributions from mine 
owners than in enforcing mine 
safety rules, and that the Gover- 
nor was “satisfied” with the col- 
lection efforts. The question was: 
“What instructions did the Gover- 
nor give, and to whom, in connec- 
tion with collection of campaign 
funds from mine owners?” 

Green’s typewritten reply was: 
J did not give any instructions 
to anyone in the collection of any 
political] funds from mine owners. 
I did not authorize any such solic- 
itations. If any were made, it 
was without my knowledge or 
consent, and contrary to my estab- 
lished policy. 8 

As published in the Post-Dis- 
patch March 19, it was found that 
a virtual “shakedown” of Illinois 
coal mine operators was con- 
ducted by Medill’s department to 
raise funds for the Republican 
mayoral campaign in Chicago.

gebs CAUGHT FLEEIN 
HOLDUP IN STOLEN CAR 


Teen-agers Surrender After 
Trooper Fires Four Shots in 
Highway Chase. 


Donald Raymond Thomas, 17 
years old, and two 15-year-old 
companions were in St. Charles 
County jail today, following their 
capture after a holdup of a Wel- 
don Spring gasoline station yester- 
day. A state highway patrolman 
caught them after a chase over 
Highway 40 at high speed during 
which he fired four shots. 

Thomas told police he and his 


companions stole an automobile at 
Arkansas avenue and Arsenal 
street Wednesday night. Yester- 
day afternoon they drove to the 
Hilltop Service Station on High- 
way 40 and ordered a quart of oil. 

Thomas said the two boys ac- 
companying him then seized 
George Spriesterbach, station own- 
er, as he opened a can of oil, and 
held him while Thomas struck 
him on the head with a hammer, 
found later in the stolen automo- 
‘bile. 

After subduing the 60-year-old 
station owner, Thomas took 
$24.66 from the cash register and 
hid it in the upholstery of the 
automobile. They then sped from 
the station. 

Spriesterbach telephoned’ the 
highway patrol's Troop C Head- 
quarters and Sgt. W. L. Hutch- 
ings drove toward the gasoline 
station. Near Olive Street road, 
he saw the boys headed east 
toward St. Louis. 
turned after them. 
During the four-mile chase 
Hutchings fired two shots into 
the air from his service revolver. 
When the automobile failed to 
stop, he fired another shot at a 
rear tire, but missed. 

Half a mile west of Ballas road, 
Hutchings drew alongside the 
other machine and fired a fourth 
shot at the tire. One of Thomas's 
companions, who was driving, 
stopped and the boys surrendered. 
Thomas admitted, police Said, 
that he had recently stolen, two 
other automobiles, one in St. Louis 
and one in Memphis, Tenn. The 
automobile he was riding in yes- 
terday, police said, was stolen 
from Edgar C. Thursby, 1102 Fran- 
cis place, Richmond Heights. 
Both his companions, he said, 
were Roosevelt High School stu- 
dents, although one of the boys, 
he said, was expelled from the 
school Tuesday.

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A Word to King Paul's Mob 


The gang in control of Greece shows little un- 
derstanding of American opinion. From Athens, 


Constantine Poulos writes that the accession of 


Paul to. the throne is expected to accelerate a 
movement which had become apparent under his 
brother, George—the establishment of a dicta- 
torship similar to the bloody and tyrannical one 
set up by John Metaxas in 1936. 

George's sudden death seemed to open the 
way for Greek Government reform, but George 
was not yet in his grave before Paul grabbed the 
throne. While George was weak and stupid, the 
new King seems to be a more positive and ag- 
gressive character, but both represent the worst 
elements in Greece—the grafting, murderous 
crowd which, having used up British money, now 
look forward to a golden harvest of American 
dollars. 

Mr. Poulos’s dispatch about a dictatorship 
wasn't pulled out of thin air. He quotes from 
a lead editorial in the royalist organ, Katheme- 
rini, which has the largest circulation in Greece. 
It states flatly that the Greek people want a 
government which would take “dictatorial meas- 
ures,” such as denying employment and public 
assistance to those who do not agree with it, and 
carrying on the civil war “with any means.” 

When Mr. Truman announced that Greece was 
to be taken under our wing, it was bad enough 
that we inherited from Britain George's mon- 
archy. If we now get a dictatorship under Paul, 
the Truman doctrine is besmirched at its very 
inception. This doctrine was represented to the 
American people as one to advance the cause of 
democracy and freedom, not dictatorship and 


; tyranny. 


While the general outline of the doctrine far 
transcends Greece, since it is designed for the 
containment of Communism, that unhappy’ 
country has a high symbolic value for the Amer- 
ican people. The Roper poll shows that 56 per 
cent approve aid to Greece, and only 32 per 
cent oppose. But to the question as to whether 
the present Greek Government has the backing 
of the majority of the people, only 33 per cent 
said Yes, 25 per cent said No and, 42.per cent 
had no opinion. This despite the fact that, on 
the face of the returns, as quoted by Mr. Tru- 
man, the monarchy was voted in by 85 per cent 
of the Greek voters. 

There is something rotten in Greece, and the 
American people smell it. They don’t like it. 
The turn of events since George's death gives 
aid and comfort to a great body of Americans 
who object to our aid to a government that is 
obviously cruel and corrupt. Nor is this senti- 
ment confined to followers of Henry Wallace, 
on the one hand, and to followers of the Col. 
McCormick school of thought, on the other. It 
includes many who agree with the Truman doc- 
trine, but who want that doctrine, as it is 
worked out, to mean what Mr. Truman said it 
meant, 

It is quite evidently King Paul's intention to 
conduct a relentless war of extermination against 
the guerrillas. Among these guerrillas are Com- 
munists, but a great many more are just plain 
Greek patriots. These men of the mountains 
are precisely the same ones who conducted the 
underground war against Hitler's Nazis when 


they occupied Greece. At the same time, in 


King Paul's army, are masses of quislings who 
collaborated with the Germans. 

So we have the strange spectacle of the Amer- 
ican people about to give money to Nazi-lovers 
to murder, torture and exile men who fought 
the Nazis. This indeed is a crazy pattern, and 
it is a nauseating beginning for a new American. 
foreign policy designed to advance our demo- 
cratic principles. 

What are the President and the State Depart- 
ment going to do about it? Greece, on paper 
at least, is still a sovereign nation. It is not an 
American colony. But surely, if at the Greek 
Government’s request, we undertake to pacify 
and reconstruct the country, we ought to have 
something to say about how our money is spent. 
If we finance a war of extermination of Greek 
patriots, who have shown marvelous staying 
powers, we are dragging American principles 
in the dust. If we attempt to reconstruct Greece 
economically while this war goes on, we are 
throwing money down the rathole. Peace in 
Greece must precede reconstruction. 

The gang who rules Greece ought to be made 
to understand that Americans like monarchies 
little and dictatorships less; they ought to be 
told that the American people don't want to fi- 
nance a lot of quislings to beat the brains out 
of a lot of Greek patriots, even though there 
may be a few Communists among them. 

If President Truman and the State Depart- 
ment don't act soon to explain the Truman doc- 
trine to the royal mobsters, the opposition in 
Congress to the $300,000,000 grant to Greece 
will grow apace. 
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Burton Wheeler’s New Task 


Former Senator Wheeler of Montana has a 
job cut especially to his talents.

Whatever the truth may be, such a 
charge certainly warrants most searching in- 
quiry * 

Mr. Wheeler knows frauds from long ex- 
perience in exposing them in the Senate, and 
the new head of the old Truman committee, 
Senator Brewster, is no mean investigator him- 
self, They will be expected to get all the facts 
for the country. 

As for the complication that certain papers 
bearing on the case are tied up in the hands of 
executors of the estate of the late President 
Roosevelt, that can and should be ironed out 
forthwith, Franklin D. Roosevelt's state papers 
are public property, to be used as needed in the 
conduct of governmental affairs.

A new “runaway” grand jury on the East Side 
is trying courageously to perform its duty by in- 
dicting members of the notoriously corrupt Con- 
nors-English political machine and is also prob- 
ing into skulduggery on election day.

The State Supreme court will decide 
whether Kansas City can go ahead with 
two housing projects promised before the 
war—promised in good faith under state 
and federal law. Only the Supreme Court 
can say whether the case for the existing 
housing act was injured by the Legisla- 
ture’s failure to amend it. 


The bill leaped to major importance as a 
political test of the legislators and their 
backing. On that test four of the six Kan- 
sas City Republicans went with the Real 
Estate Board and against the city govern- 
ment, the Chamber of Commerce, the vet- 
erans and every other interest in this city. 


The Republican leadership of the House 
made a splendid fight for the bill. R. J. 
King Jr., majority floor leader, led the 
housing fight. He was supported by Mur- 
ray Thompson, Speaker of the House, and 
other outstate leaders. The bill was killed 
by the votes (or refusal to vote) of Jack- 
son County members, principally Republi- 
cans, 


Uneasiness in the G.O.P. 


This may leave the people of Kansas City, 
especially Republicans, with a feeling of 
uneasiness for the future, What does this 
vote portend? Where will our local legisla- 
tors stand on other issues? 


The last two sessions, Democratic dele- 
gations, chosen principally from machine 
factions, have done an excellent job of rep- 
resenting Kansas City’s interests in the 
Legislature, Three Democrats, headed by 
Thomas J. Gavin, fought for Kansas City 
housing. 

But the big turnover of the last election 


gave the Republicans a majority in the lo- 
cal delegation. They carry the big end of 
the responsibility in this session. What 
they do will reflect on the local Republican 
leadership as well as their own records, The 
Republican local leadership is widely rep- 
sentative, but men with a strong real es- 
tate slant appear to be running away with 
the ball right now. A party can't afford to 
become one-sided for one special interest.

Of course, it is too early to pass final 
judgment on the Republican delegation in 
Jefferson City. Dwight Beals fought for 
the housing bill and he is making an un- 
usually fast start as a good member of the 
House, Miss Alice J, Tanner came to the 
defense of Kansas City's major needs.

HISTORIC BUILDING 
AT THIRD AND OLIVE 
TO BE RESTORED

The old building at the south- 
west corner of Third and Olive 
streets, which has housed a vol- 
unteer fire department, a dry 
goods concern and other busi- 
nesses in its time, will be restored - 
this year for a insurance agency. 
August Kern Jr., head of an 
agency at 220 North Fourth street, 
said today he hopes to get the 
restoration started as soon as a 
cigar store and an artist using the 
upper floor can find new quarters. 
The building will get back its rock 
front as shown in an old painting, 
but will have gas heat, air condi- 
tioning, and other modern touches. 
Built in the early 1830's, the 
structure was a fire station in 
1842. as shown in a river-front | 
scene painted at the time. The 
Wright Cigar Co. began business 
im the building in 1866 and ac- 
quired the property in 1879. Kern 
recently bought it from the 
Thomas Wright Investment co. 
The site was within the old city 
stockade area, Kern said, and is 
first mentioned as the location of 
a large cross and shrine called 
Calvary. “Since public sentiment 
failed to save the old Roy house,” ; 
Kern said, “it seems doubly worth- 
while to rebuild my building in 
the same French provincial rock

The script is often bad, the lighting 
is makeshift, there is little continuity of thought, 
the talent “presses” painfully as if unable to 
rid their minds of the fact that a man, chewing 
a cigar in the gloom of the projection room, 
eventually is going to hand down a more or less 
life-turning verdict on the result—a verdict 
which is predicated on a thousand variables, in- 
cluding the condition of his digestive mechanism.

What Every Woman Doesn't Know 


T every woman doesn’t 
Wino about cooking would 
fill more space than there 
ia in the Post-Dispatch and a 
large part of it could be taken 
up with what they do not know 
about the proper making of a 
decent green salad. In general 
the lady salad makers, who set 
up housekeeping with some 
fancy underwear and a can 
opener, fall into two classifi- 
cations — the perpetrators of 
molded masses and the authors 
of a bunch of tired vegetables 
over which they have poured 
—— favorite dime-store dress- 
ng. 

And to compound the crime, 
they seldom have any tools. 
That, presumably, is to make 
sure that no outsider ever 
lights upon the premises and 
throws together a salad that 


would put her FrouFrou Spe . 


cial to shame. To make any- 
thing fit for human consump- 
tion you need a wooden bowl, 
a wooden fork and a wooden 
spoon. You also need some 
passable olive oil, wine vine- 
gar, freshly ground pepper, 
salt, fresh green and 
sense enough to pay attention 
to the following rules: 
1—Chill the oi] and vine- 


gar, ; 
2—Chill the ens, discard 
old leaves and cut off any 
brown parts. 
8—Wash the greens if you 
have to do it, Otherwise, not. 
If you do, put them in a 
cloth and swing until dry. 
‘This is important because 
salad dressing simply will 
not adhere to wet leaves. 
4—Put salt in the bowl and 
rub with garlic as much or 
little as desired. The abra- 
‘sive action turns the trick. 
Never wash the bowl. 
§&—Break the greens with 
the fingers into small hunks. 
Do not cut with a knife, 
6—Toss briskly while the 
leaves are crisp. With a lit- 
tle practice you will learn to 
make it come out even. Every 
leaf should be coated but not 
dripping. You should not 
have a lot of dressing left in 
the bottom of the bowl. 
‘J-Pop the bowl in the ice 
box for 20 minutes. If you 
have the right amount of 
dressing it will come out 
crisp and ready to eat, Too 
much dressing will make it 


soggy. . 

Beware of tomatoes, Use 
them sparingly, if at all, and 
put them in at the last min- 
ute. They are watery. . 
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Personally, I never could be 
convinced that tomatoes be- 
longed in green salad. The best 
ones I ever ate consisted sim- 
ply of green goods and dress- 
ing but there are people who 
like green onions, cucumbers, 
radishes, raw carrots and even 
hard cooked eggs and there is 
ep en no law against any 


them.

As for greens, they can be al- 
most anything you like from 
crisp lettuce to endive, chic- 
ory, waterc romaine or 
dandelions. Any combination of 
these greens makes an excel- 
lent dish. My favorite is lettuce 
and chicory. 

There are thousands of varia- 
tions of French dressing but 
there is only one basic recipe 
and here it is: 

Put the salt in the bowl. Rub 
with garlic, toss the nubbin 
away. Put in three parts 
French olive oil and one part 
wine vinegar, pepper to taste. 
Chill Any sweet herb goes 
well with this. 

The variations of this dress- 
ing are endless and depend 
much upon individual taste. 
Here is one of the best: 

Put a tablespoon of salt, or 
a trifle more, in the bowl. Rub 
with garlic. Add a teaspoon of 
fresh pepper, half a teaspoon 
of mustard, a teaspoon of 
paprike, half a teaspoon of 
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powdered sugar, and a few 
grains of cayenne. Mix well. 
Drip in a cup of olive oil, 
stirring vigorously. Next drip 
in a quarter cup of vinegar. 
Mix. Taste and make any cor- 
rections that seem to be needed 
in the seasoning. 

Now I fear that I have given 
the impression that green salad 
is the only one on the plate, 
which isn’t true. It is still the 
old standby that pleases most 
men but it doesn’t fit well with 
some meals, 

Did you ever watch an 
escaped husband in a dining 
car or in a good restaurant? 
Nine times out of ten he will 
order green salad or a quarter 
of a head of lettuce with thou- 
sand island dressing. Why? Be- 
cause he never gets it at home, 
So, if you are still with me, 
ladies, here is how to make it: 


Break two eggs yolks in a 
bowl and add: one teaspoon of 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon of 
dry mustard, a pinch of salt 
and olive oil in drops, beating 
until it is smooth and about 
as thick as mayonnaise. Then 
add: the juice of one-half an 
orange, the juice of one-half a 
lemon, small bunch of green 
onions, chopped, one pimento, 
chopped, one teaspoon of pars- 
ley, chopped, one-fourth cup of 
chili sauce, and one chopped 
hard-cooked egg.

another one, 


guaranteed and bonded, for 
any man who likes cucumbers, 
I first tasted it many years 
ago at an impromptu party. A 
weird-looking citizen, ‘slighty 
awash with dry Martinis, an- 
nounced in no uncertain terms 
that he was about to make the 
salad, a statement that almost 
emptied the place. Those who 
stayed, however, spent the rest 
of the evening trying to extract 
the recipe from the sodden 
genius, This is what he turned 
out, a dish of thin cucumbers 
in sour cream fit for the gods. 
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The recipe: Peel six nice eu- 
cumbers and slice them very 
thin. Salt and put aside. To a 
cup of sour cream, add the 
yolks of three hard-cooked 
eggs, a pinch of salt, and mix 
with the cucumbers. Now 
sprinkle in a little vinegar and 
grate some freshly ground pep- 
per over all. Chill well and 
serve on a crisp lettuce leaf. 


And now one with some 
touches of my own devising: 
To each cup of good mayon- 
naise, add a tablespoon of 
Durkee’s dressing. Stir. Cut up 
some ripe olives, pimento- 
stuffed green olives and sweet 
pickles and toss them in. Stir 
well and serve ice cold on cold 
crab meat, or any other shell 
fish, for that matter.

T an acid-stained work table

rean. 

“Now we begin our daily noon- 
day investigation,” he adds, smil- 
ing again. From a paper sack he 
withdrew an apple and a sand- 
wich.

The solution bubbling atop the 
gas burner is coffee; warmed 
over coffee. He fills a cup and 
tastes the contents.

Luncheon is under 
way for . Andrew Conway Ivy, 
vice president of the Uni\ :rsity 
of Illinois in charge of Chicago 
Professional Colleges and dis- 
tinguished professor of physiol- 
ogy, and a native of Farmington,

This gray-haired man with the 
quick smile was chosen by the 
United States Government to 
represent this country at the trials 
in Nuernberg, Germany, of 23 
Nazi scientists and medical men 
for crimes against humanity and 
against science; for heartless ex- 
periments upon living human be- 
ings in the concentration camps. 

There was a possibility he might 
have to make his third flight to 
Nuernberg in less than a year, 
this time as an adviser to the in- 
ternational tribunal, rather than 
as an investigator or witness, his 
27 hae roles there. 

r. Ivy was not ha 

about it. In six e 
Chicago's great West Side Medical 
Center and in institutions dotting 
the Chicago area, Dr. Ivy has a 
dozen mushrooming medical and 
scientific projects, each of vast 
potential value to the human race. 
In addition, he administers the 
university’s colleges of medicine, 
dentistry, and pharmacy, teaches 
an advanced course in physiology, 
and constantly is engaged in writ- 
ing scientific papers for publica- 
tion. He felt that now he should 
be allowed to pursue his manifold 
duties at home, * 

On his first trip, in July 1946, 
he surveyed accumulated evidence 
against the Nazi surgeon-butchers, 
interviewed some of them, and 
mapped a strategy for the prose- 
cution, On his second trip, in 
January of this year, he delivered 
from the stand a cold, dispassion- 
ate indictment that must have 
struck genuine dismay to the 
hearts of the accused. 

For Dr. Ivy, as he spoke from 
the stand, the 23 defendants did 
not exist; memories of their 
mutilated victims existed only as 
evidence of the greatest crimes in 
history against medical science. 
Into the record went a story of 
the dishonesty, the depravity, and 
the criminality of Nazi state medi- 
cine. It disclosed that all this 
butchery and torture of helpless 
human subjects had advanced 
science not at all; that some of the 
perpetrators had admitted to him 
that the results were not even 
worth publishing in a scurrilous 
Nazi medical journal. 

Dr. Ivy finished his lunch and 
led the way to an oak-paneled of- 
fice. On ‘the way he remarked 
he was chiefly concerned at the 
moment with avoiding the pro- 
posed third trip. “Why can’t they 
telephone me for information if 
they want it?” he asked.

Enterogastrone Dr. Ivy's 
proudest discovery. It is a hor- 
mone which he believes promises 
a certain cure for stomach ulcers. 

Dr. IVy's research findings al- 
Ways are available to any recog- 
nized individual or group. He 
serves as a one-man medical in- 
formation bureau for newspaper 
reporters, veterinarians, drug firm 
representatives, and anyone else 
who has a valid reason for in- 
quiry.

All very true—but how about 
the rest of the world?

We feel sure that 
we would never be guilty of mis- 
using a weapon of this kind, but 
from speeches made in Congress 
and from reports of testimony by 
witnesses before congressional 
committees, I am afraid that some 


people in the rest of the world 
must wonder about our good in- 
tentions. We se to forget that 
other people can read as well as 
the citizens of the United States.

When Dr. Ivy recommended at 
Nuernberg that code on human 
experimentation be written into 
international law, providing 
among other things that if danger 
be involved the scientists submit 
themselves to the same tests, these 
assistants were the first to point 
out that Dr. Ivy always does this. 

As director of the Naval Medi- 
cal Research Institute at Bethesda, 
Md., during the war, he devised a 
kit for desalinating sea water. 
During the experiments leading up 
to this, Dr. Ivy drank sea water 
right along with his volunteer 
Navy research subjects. One of 
the assistants said of him re- 
cently: 

“Whenever he comes up with 
something new, he always shoots 
it into, himself first.” 

These young co-workers regard 
him as the truly great man, the 
unselfish scientist contributing his 
knowledge and effort to the bet- 
terment of mankind. His goal in 
life, as Dr. Ivy puts it is “to make 
a comfortable living ($18,000 a 
year) and to make living com- 
fortable for others.”

Declarer now was in a highly 
embarrassing position. He need- 
ed two entries to dummy for the 
mere clearing of the club suit, 
and a third entry to cash the 
clubs after establishment. Ob- 
viously, however, dummy was re- 
duced to two entries and the long 
suit never could be brought in. 
Declarer finally had to be satis- 
fied with eight tricks. 

“Gee whiz,” South sald plain- 
tively to his partner, “why didn’t 
you go on with your clubs? Five 
clubs would have been a cinch. 

“No easier than four no trump," 
was North’s retort. 

North was right, of course. 
South had made a fatal error in 
the play.

HESE quick-mix, high-ratio 
cakes are very popular with 
those who bake them and with 
those who eat them, They are 
tender, delicate, sweet and moist 
because they contain a high pro- 
portion of shortening, sugar and. 
milk, but are low in flour content. 
They are fine textured, big in 
volume and are moist and keep 
well, They are extra easy to com- 
bine if one has an electric mixer 
and they can also be mixed by 
hand and the ingredients com- 
bined in the same way as though 
they were mechanically mixed. A 
slightly deeper or a bigger cake 
pan needs. to be used with these 
much thinner cake batters be- 
cause they expand more. In bak- 
ing, these thin batter cakes do 
not brown quite so quickly as the 
‘old type of cake and when they 
are done and ready to take out 
of the oven, the brown is nat so 
intense as it is in the old type of 
conventional butter cake batter. 
Quick-Mix Yellow Cake. 
Two cups cake flour, one-half 
cup shortening, one and three- 
eighths cups sugar, one teaspoon 
salt, one and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder, one cup milk, two 
large eggs, one teaspoon vanilla. 
Have all ingredients at room 
temperature, This is important. 
Sift flour, then meagure. Measure 
shortening into mixer bowl, then 
add the flour and mix on slow 
speed for three to five minutes. Or 
mix by hand for the same Bos po 
of time (stirring with a 
spoon), If one must rest during 
hand mixing 


the milk and mix from three to 
five minutes, scraping the sides 
of the bowl and the paddle down 
once, Have the rest of the milk 
combined with the eggs and 
vanilla, Add about half of it, mix 
until smooth, scrape down and add 
the balance of the ingredients and 
mix from three to five minutes, 
scraping down again to insure a 
smooth batter. Turn batter into 
two nine-inch layer cake pans and 
bake in a moderate oven (375 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) for about 25 
minutes. Two layers.
